CURIOSITIES OF THE 
CUBAN CLIMATE, 


Some odd things happen in Cuba. A 
man wishes a fence around his yard or 
field; he doesn’t build it, he plants it—and 
it grows, too. First he cuts a great 
bundle of pinon twigs, then he scratches 
a little trench where he wants his fence 
to. ryn and finally he sticks in the twigs 
in a Tow a few inches apart. The soil 
of Cuba is so rich and the weather so 
warm and moist that directly the twigs 
take root, throw out branches and leaves 
and presently there is a dense hedge of 
pinon trees inclosing the field. And there 
are no nails to drop out here nor boards 
to fall down and let in the cattle and the 
fence is good for a hundred years. 

Nor is that the most curious thing that 
one may see in Cuba. What would you 
think of a camp table thategrew? While 
the American soldiers were camped back 
of Santiago they made great numbers of 
little tables by driving forked sticks in 
the ground for.legs and using a top of 
boards. Of course the legs took root and 
some of these tables are now nicely 
shaded by leafy branches, and in two or 
three years four nice trees will be grow- 
ing there and no one would ever dream 
that they once were table legs. Another 
curious thing. At Quanlanamo I once 
Saw an old tin can fastened around the 
branch of a big Cuban laurel tree some 
four or five feet from its leafy end. It 
was packed full of earth and I wondered 
what could be the purpose of it. 

‘“That’s simple enough,” said the Cuban 
householder. “In a few weeks roots will 
grow in the earth inside the tin can. 
Then we can out off the limb just back of 
the can, stick it in the ground, take away 
the can and it will grow into a large 
tree.’’ 

Plant a cauliflower plant in Cuba and 
instead of spreading out in a big fat head 
like a cabbage, it spindles up for all the 
world like a sunflower, three or four feet 
high with big rank leaves and a little 
flower at the top that you never could 
recognize as a cauliflower.

The second tableau was just dimly 
enough lighted to make it lifelike. It 
was the three wise men on their way to 
see the infant Jesus, guided by the big 


star of Bethlehem. Tune three wise men 
have their faces turned with wrapped 
expression toward the star. Even the 


camel, which they are leading by a rope, 
is so much like a real camel that you 
expect to see him raise his foot to take 
the next step. There is a midnight still- 
ness about this realistic picture in wax 
which makes you shiver in the summer 
clothes which you must wear in Decem- 
ber in Caracas. 

The last tableau is in contrast to this— 
a blaze of life and light. It represents 
the host of angels ascending into heaven 
with their song of ‘Peace on Earth; Good 
Will Toward Men.” 

These wax angels, in their long, grace- 
ful white robes, with outspread wings and 
flowing hair, are indeed beautiful. They 
are arranged in an ascending position on 
invisible wires, and surrounded on three 
sides by mirrors, which, banked up with 
soft billows of white cotton and reflecting 


all the churches, with their crosses and 
candies 4ressed in their purple § and 
crimson and black robes, all chanting, 


“Christo Nacio.”” They were going down 
to the big cathedral to swe!l the chorus 
of the Christmas mus‘c—a very impres- 
sive sight—enough to awe even a little 
American boy, but Tommy was from Bos- 
ton. Besides, he was homesick. 

“This is a merry Christmas, isn’t it?’ 


he continued. ‘Ugh, it smells like a 
funeral.”’ 
And, let me tell you, it was indeed a 


beautiful Christmas, but not a merry one. 
The air was soft and warm, and the 
courtyard of the hotel was ablaze with 
scarlet pomegranite flowers and great 
bushes of red geraniums and big purple 
orchids. Over everything hung the heavy 
odor of the convent children’s tube 
roses. and from every direction came the 
sound of the ringing chureh bells, ming- 
ling with the treble chanting of ““Christo 
Nacio.”’

And the people. They were all on the 
streets, hurrying to church, with rosa- 
ries and prayer books in their hands. 
There were no greetings of ‘Merry 
Christmas,”’ or “Christmas gift No, 
indeed. No children proudly carrying 
about new dolls and wagons. No pop- 
ping of ftrecrackers. No blowing of 
the horns. Only such greetings as this: 

“Christ is born— 
Glory to God!’”’ 

Truly a very solemn Christmas. 

“Oh,” said Tommy Ybarras, ‘oh, for 
a hillside covered with snow, and a sled. 
Oh, for a tin horn, and a bunch of fire- 
crackers. Oh, for a Christmas tree with 
balls and lights, and paper angels.”

“Gloria in Excelsis,’”’ one great band of 
them relieving another, so that the song 
may be kept up all Christmas Day. All 
day long does the great, silent, though 
changing crowd, pass and repass, and 
kneel and pray before these wax figures. 
All day long does the multitude of bells 
keep up their ringing and chiming and 
croaking. Every rusty old bell is brought 
into service, not one is left silent. Here 
Christmas is a religious feast. 

I am sure I do not know why it is that 
Santa Claus is not a conspicuous figure in 
the Christmas festivities in Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela. 

Tommy Yberras said it was because in 
the first place Caracas, Venezucia, is 
such a long way off. He said it would be 
impossible for the reindeers of Santa 
Claus to swim the Atlantic ocean and 
climb the Andes mountains. He said, 
moreover, even if they did accomplish this 
feat, that the heat of the tropics would 
smother the reindeers, who were used 
to the North American climate, and melt 
fat old Santa Claus in his fur coat. De- 
sides, in that country, where fires were 
never necessary, except to cook with, and 
then an out-door oven was used, there 
was not a single chimney—not one. What 
in the name of common sense could Santa 
Claus be expected to do without chimeys? 
Why, chimneys and fireplaces and mantle- 
pieces to which to hang stockings were 
Santa Claus’s principal stock in trade—so, 
of course, if wag prepostercus to suppose 


Spanish boys and girls in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, if they only believed in him. But 
the one obstinate thing about Santa Claus 


is this: He simply will not have to do 
with children who do not believe in him 
implicitly. 

Now, I know there are certain German 


and English and American and Russian 
children in Caracas, Venezuela, whose 
stockings get filled every Christmas Eve 


night. These children believe in him and 
they hang their stockings to the lower 
limbs of the lemon trees which groy in 


the courtyard of their houses. 

Tommy Ybarras wou!d not believe me 
when I told him this; but [ am sure it is 
so. The little German children even show-

and pretties that came out of them. They 
tried to tell me all about how Santa Claus 
came such a long way to ther-, but 
the little Germans did suca an 
outrageous, squshy language [> couldn't 
understand a word they said.

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TULLE TOQUES A PARIS FASHION

spondence.)—A remarkable quantity 

of light gauzy materials are intro- 
duced into the mid-winter foilettes.

Standing, as it does, on the south bank 
of the River Pasig, Manila is dependent 
for its size and importance more largely 
upon its suburbs than is any other city 
in the world: Manila proper, which ts the 
old city or Plaza de Manila, as it is cal)- 
ed, is the military town and is surround- 
ed by high walls, whose princtpal gate is 
known as the Entrada. Its population is 
Only 12,000 to 16,000, but when the popula- 
tion of its suburbs is added, its inhabi- 
tants are variously estimated to number 
from 170,000 300,000 Each one of its 
many suburbs has a special character of 
its own, and that special character gives 
its own special shade of color to the 
Filipino celebration of Christmas and its 
rreat forerunner—‘‘Noche suena,’" or 
Christmas Eve.

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Over the signature of George W. Eve- 
leth, M. D., The New York Times Satur- 
day Review publishes the following batch 
of correspondence in regard to the rela- 
tions ‘which existed thetween Edgar Allan 
Poe and Mrs. Sarah Helen Whitman. For 
the ‘benefit of those of our readers who 
are interested in the subject we repro- 
duce Dr. Eveleth's letter in full. Just at 
this juncture, when the echoes from the 
recent exercises in connection with the 
unvelling of Poe’s bust at the University 
of Virginia on the occasion of the fiftieth 
anniversary of his death, are still rever- 
berating much interest will be felt in the 
letter. In full the letter, which {ts ad- 
dressed to Z. T, Haines, Winthrop, Me. 
reads thus: 

“Dear Haines—With particular pleasure 
I acknowledge the receipt of your clipping 
from The New York Times Saturday Re- 
view, giving an account of ‘Poe and Mrs. 
Whitman.’ The reading of it started me 
upon a hunt into my eollection of ancient 
epistolary literature. I found twenty con- 
tributions by the lady named, bearing 
dates from December 15, 1864, to Novem- 
ber 30, 1875. Our correspondence began 
fully ten years earlier, but by some 
means my share of the effects is ‘among 
the missing.’ In one of these now before 
me there is reference to a letter written 
by me din 1853. January 17, 1866, the fol- 
lowing passages were indited Mrs. 
Whitman: 

“‘*I cannot, I think, stay long “on this 
bank and shoal of time.’”’ Before I go I 
want to put into your hand the accom- 
panying statement about one of Gris- 
wold’s myths. It is a statement which I 
have made to but one person; and that 
one has met with a sad, strange fate, so 
that the record is lost in oblivion. From 
a rough sketch, prepared in 1860, I send 
you the inclosed. If you will copy it, and 
send me the copy, I shall be glad. * * * 

““*“ToS. E. R., March 10, 1860.—Dear 
Sir: It is not a little singular that with-
